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New store would 
create 200 Jobs 


AN additional 200 jobs 
could be provided at a 
new supermarket. 

Tesco is planning to 
replace its existing store in 
Newmarket with a new 
one which would be twice 
the size and have nearly 
double the number of 
staff. 

The wood-clad new eco-store 
would incorporate some of the 
latest energy-saving features 
aimed at reducing its carbon 
footprint. 

It is set to be built on the site 
of an empty warehouse next to 
the existing store off Fordham 
Road. 

When the new store was 
completed, the existing one - 
built around 20 years ago - 
would be demolished and the 
site used for car parking. 

Details of Tesco’s plans have 
been revealed to councillors in 
advance of a formal planning 
application. 

A public exhibition of the 
proposals for the 70,000 sq ft 
store is due to be staged on 
Saturday, November 13, in the 
Rutland Arms Hotel after which 
the plans will go on display in 
the existing store. 

If planning permission is 
granted by next spring, as the 
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company hopes, the new store 
could be open by Easter 2012. 

Representatives from Tesco, 
the developers and architects, 
gave details of the proposals to 
town councillors on Monday. 

Philip Kratz, consultant for the 
developers, said the new Tesco 
would be built on a site where B 
& Q previously planned to build 
a store. 

In response to a question by 
Cllr Richard Fletcher, who chairs 
the town council’s development 
and planning committee, he 
said the new store was not 
linked with the controversial 
proposals to build 1,200 new 
homes on Lord Derby’s 
Hatchfield Farm on the opposite 
side of Fordham Road. 

“The current store is trading at 
more or less twice the level it 
should be,” he said. 

He said an assessment of 
shopping needs indicated that 
High Street shops would not 
suffer as a result of the opening 
of the new store. 

Cllr Fletcher said: “Our 
concerns are empty shops and 
traffic congestion. But if the new 
store brings more people into 
the town it will be a win-win 
situation.”

success to food firm 


Never mind the wind chimes, it’s the delicious wafting 
aroma that is beckoning JENNY CHAPMAN as she visits 
CP Foods and talks to joint site manager Helen Mepham, 
who has built a £ 50 m business from scratch... with 
a little help from feng shui.

huge 

T HE smell is yummy. 
What is it? Can’t 
quite pinpoint it. 

“Chicken tikka,” says Helen 
Mepham. 

“Of course.” We are sitting in 
the meeting room at CP Foods 
on the Fordham Road outside 
Newmarket. To get this far I have 
had to join a queue of enormous 
lorries turning into the equally 
enormous Turner depot, where 
CP found a disused fruit ripening 
store and turned it into the 
factory from which the delicious 
aromas now emit. 

Charoen Pokphand Foods are 
a very big name in Thailand. The 
company, begun by a farming 
family more than 100 years ago, 
began by supplying fodder for 


chickens, then rearing the birds 
themselves and ultimately 
cooking them. 

Today, a vast amount of 
cooked and frozen chicken is 
sent from Thailand to 
Newmarket, where it is 
defrosted, sliced and packed 
before going off to Tesco. 

Helen Mepham, 36, opened 
the Newmarket operation five 
years ago, just her and Andrew 
Bourne, who heads production, 
and a couple of staff. 


“We started in a temporary 
office on the Turner site, with a 
fridge from someone’s garage, 
two computers and a dodgy 
printer,” Helen tells me. 

“We were pitching to retailers 
to get business, turning up at 
Tesco with a box of samples. It 
was a real leap of faith for Tesco, 
we weren’t exactly slick, and 
didn’t even have a factory at that 
stage.” 

But there was the provenance. 
CP had been supplying Tesco and 
other leading supermarkets for 
years, indirectly, until they 
decided to cut out the middle 
man, as Helen puts it. She, too, 
had the connections, after 
studying biochemistry at 
Birmingham she took a master’s 
in food science at Leeds before 
joining Northern Foods, then 
Tesco as a product development 
manager. She developed pub 
grub for J DWetherspoon’s chain, 
then she was asked by CR who 
had got to know her at Tesco, 
whether she’d like to get the 
Newmarket project off the 
ground. 

“We started with party food, 
wrapped and breaded prawns, 
spring rolls, chicken kebabs. Party 
food was quite small as a market 
then and tended to be sausage 
rolls and mini pizzas.” 

Actually, you can thank CP for 
adding the Thai element to home 
entertaining, and crispy aromatic 
duck, and all the other stuff that 
smells so mouth-watering 
beyond the meeting room door. 

“I suppose you get fed up with 
smelling it all the time?” 

“I like the food we do here,” 
Helen says. “And I do love oriental 
food, but I tend to cook 
shepherd’s pie at home - I’ve got 
a two-year-old son.” 

Things took off straight away at 
the new business and today there 
are more than 200 people 
working there, a force which will 
swell to 350 coming up to the 
Christmas rush. 

“Getting foot soldiers is not too 
much of a challenge,” Helen says. 
“We have a lot of Poles and 
Lithuanians who do an incredibly 
good job for us. It’s more difficult 
attracting the professional types, 
engineers, accountants. The 
location is perfect for us, close to 
the A14 and Felixstowe, but 


getting people to relocate here is 
difficult. Putting ‘Cambridgeshire’ 
in the job ads rather than ‘Suffolk’ 
helps. We’ve learnt that lesson - 
people like the idea of 
Cambridge.” 

An aspect of life at CP Foods - 
the one which first brought the 
company to my attention - is the 
application of feng shui. Okay, so 
it’s in a field in the middle of 
nowhere and why should it 
matter which way what faces, 
and all the rest of it? Well, the 
chairman of CP in Thailand has 
great faith in feng shui, and as 
there doesn’t appear to be any 
harm in it... 

“If the company is building a 
factory they will consult about 
the luckiest positions and colour 
schemes. It’s all about the 
spiritual well-being of the people 
who work there.” 

Doing her bit, Helen has hung 
wind chimes at the entrance to 
the plant and there are various 
symbols inside, such as a clutch 
of coins, in this case 20p pieces 
stuck to the wall, strips of colour. 

“Has it made any difference?” 

There is a diplomatic 
hesitation: “The wind chimes 
make people smile,” Helen says. 
“It’s slightly off-beat and different, 
and quite nice.” 

I forget to ask whether it was 
before or after the wind chimes 
went up that the £9m order for 
prawns came from Tesco. 

Turnover the first year was 
£3m, this year it’s £50m. 

“It’s grown so quickly and, yes, 


it has been more successful than 
we anticipated. Also, we’ve ended 
up with not what we thought. 
What we sell most of is value 
chicken, 100k packs a week. 

“We never thought it was going 
to be as big as it is, but it’s to do 
with the recession. People put it 
in sandwiches and we can see the 
drop off during the school 
holidays. 

“Also, people are cooking at 
home more, which has been 
good for the Finest range we 
supply Tesco.” 

Christmas will be the telling 
time. “It can be a big barometer, 
but last year we thought people 
would be cutting back, so we cut 
the amount of Tesco Finest, but 
sold out. This year we’re going to 
be a bit bolder.” 

Helen and her staff make 
frequent visits to Thailand, where 
CP is the largest agro-industrial 
conglomerate in the country. It is 
also the largest supplier of 
shrimp/prawn in the world 
(although Forrest Gump might be 
a close second), and the second 
largest producer of chicken, 
turning over $5bn. 

The Thai supermarket chain, 
Tesco Lotus, is a joint venture 
with CR and Tesco is CP’s main 
customer in the UK, although 
Helen and her team also supply 
Morrisons and Sainsburys. 

Looking ahead, Helen says a lot 
of different options are being 
considered: ‘’We’re not full here 
yet,” she says, but it won’t be 
long.”

16 flats in Rous Memorial Court. 

The former hospital, a listed building, 
was last used as bedsits for elderly 
people in a sheltered housing 
scheme. 

Now Racing Welfare, the charity for 
the racing industry, has bought the 
building with the intention of 
converting it into “independent living 
units” for people who have retired 
from the industry. 

Councillors have visited the building 
and seen the plans.

The comments on the scheme have 
to be endorsed by the next full town 
council meeting, on Monday, 
November 22, before they can be 
passed on to Forest Heath District 
Council, the planning authority.

Admission is £5 for adults and £2 for 
accompanied children between the 
ages of 5 and 15.

A DIAL-a-ride bus scheme is 
celebrating 10 years on the road 
since it was launched with a Big 
Lottery grant. 

The Newmarket-based scheme, 
run by the Voluntary Network, now 
has four buses and is expecting to 
make 16,460 passenger journeys 
in the current financial year. 

In its first year, the scheme 
made around 1,800 passenger 
journeys with three minibuses. 

Caroline Cowie, general 
manager of the Voluntary 
Network, said: “Dial-a-Ride 
provides affordable and 
accessible door-to-door transport 
to those who find it difficult to use 
public transport. Most importantly 
we enable our passengers to 
continue to maintain their 
independence.” 

The service operates in the 
Forest Heath and East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire districts and both 
councils support the scheme 
financially. Further support comes 
from Cambridgeshire and Suffolk 
county councils. 


Passengers have to register as 
members of the scheme and in 
the past 10 years 1,589 people 
have registered. 

Fundraising is currently under 
way for a new bus at a cost of 
around £38,000. 

Ms Cowie said: “We are very 
proud of our service and delighted 
to hear how highly our passengers 
value it. 

“Here are some of the 
passenger comments from 
surveys: 

‘“Excellent service all round. 
Everyone does a great job and life 
without this service would be very 
depressing. A big thank you to 
everyone.’ 

‘“The DAR service has made 
such a difference to me that I 
couldn’t cope on my own without 
it.’ 

“‘Without this service I would 
not be able to travel at all as I am 
confined to my wheelchair. When 
I have booked trips out it gives me 
something to look forward to.’”

A spokesman for the RDA 
said: “When she gives speeches 
for the charity, it gives 
volunteers and learners such a 
boost. 


“She tries to be involved as 
much as possible, and the 
effect she has on everyone is 
amazing.

Patience wearing thin over 
plan for Palace House stables 


COUNCILLORS are pressing to see progress in a 
long-awaited scheme to convert historic stables 
into a major tourist attraction. 

Members of Newmarket Town Council 
expressed disappointment that it has been 
necessary to renew planning permission for the 
scheme to develop Palace House stables in the 
town. 

Permission for the conversion of the 
Rothschild Yard at the stables was originally 
granted in 2005 and was valid for five years. Now 
it has been necessary to extend the time limit on 
the planning permission. 

The proposal involves using the yard as a 
racehorse rehabilitation and assessment centre 
as well as creating parking areas for coaches that 
would bring visitors. 

It is part of the £10.9 million Home of 
Horseracing project which includes converting 
another part of the stables into a new home for 
the National Horseracing Museum - currently 
based in the High Street - and using Palace 
House, on the opposite side of Palace Street, for 


the display of the British Sport Art Trust’s 
collection. 

Earlier this year leaders of the Home of 
Horseracing Trust said around half the cash 
needed for the project had been pledged. 

Palace House stables date from the reign of 
King Charles II and have been empty since 1985. 
They are currently owned by Forest Heath 
District Council which has promised to hand 
them over to the trust, once it is clear that the 
project will go ahead. 

Cllr Richard Fletcher, who chairs the town 
council’s development and planning committee, 
said: “We should urge a speedy resolution to 
maintain credibility in the whole scheme. We 
should ask that the time limit is only extended by 
three years.” 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, the mayor, said: “We want 
the scheme to happen. But we don’t want it 
hanging around any longer.” 

The town council’s comments will be passed 
on to Forest Heath District Council, the planning 
authority.

MR pulls out of meeting 
on sustainable farming 


FRIENDS of the Earth are 
disappointed that farming 
minister and South-East 
Cambridgeshire MP Jim 
Paice has pulled out of a 
meeting to discuss more 
sustainable livestock farm¬ 
ing. 

A spokesman for Cambridge 
Friends of the Earth said Mr Paice 
had originally accepted an 
invitation to the meeting in 
Swaffham Prior Village Hall at 
6.30pm tomorrow. But he later 
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indicated that he would be 
unable to attend. 

Friends of the Earth are sup¬ 
porting the Sustainable Livestock 
Bill, which is due to be voted on 
by Parliament later this month. 

The Friends say that the Bill 
should help farmers reduce their 
reliance on imported animal 
feed. 

Ian Ralls, co-ordinator of 
Cambridge Friends of the Earth, 


said: “Jim Paice’s constituents are 
really worried about the impact 
of the food on their plates - and 
hungry for big changes to the 
way it’s produced. 

“Local people have written to 
Mr Paice to ask him to support 
rainforest-free farming instead of 
damaging factory farms. 

“We need the Government to 
help our farmers to produce 
planet-friendly and healthy food 
for local families.” 

Mr Paice said: “As the minister 
responsible for this area of 
Government policy it is not 


appropriate for me to be involved 
in public meetings until I have 
responded on behalf of the 
Government to the debate in the 
House of Commons on Nov¬ 
ember 12. While I am very sorry 
for any upset this mistake caused 
it in no way reflects a lack of 
interest or concern in the issue, 
but rather my concern to act 
correctly in my role as Govern¬ 
ment Minister. I hope the 
organisers are able to understand 
this.” 

Vicki Hird, a campaigner for 
Friends of the Earth who will 


speak at the meeting, said: 
“South East Cambridgeshire 
constituents have joined more 
than 50,000 people across the 
country contacting their MP 
about this issue. With such local 
and national public pressure, the 
Government can’t continue to 
ignore the damage being done by 
the factory farms it helps fund. 
On November 12 MPs will vote 
on a new law that would help 
stop meat and dairy production 
trashing the planet.” 

There is free entry to 
tomorrow’s meeting. 


Arson charge 
man faces trial 

A MAN accused of starting 
a fire at his former partner’s 
home, while she and her 
three children were inside, 
will face Crown court trial. 
Daniel Coe, 31, has been 
charged with arson 
endangering life at the 
house in Brickfields Avenue, 
Newmarket, during the early 
hours of September 12. 

The family escaped 
suffering the effects of 
smoke inhalation when one 
of the children smelled 
smoke. 

Coe, of no fixed address, is 
also charged with causing 
criminal damage at the 
house the previous day by 
smashing a window and 
cutting the phone line. 

He was remanded in 
custody to appear at 
Ipswich Crown Court on 
November 9. 

His solicitor Lyndon Davies 
indicated that he would 
deny the charges. He did 
not apply for bail. 

Van damaged

Police were called to the crash at 
10.45pm and found the injured footballer 
near the junction of the A11 and A14. 

His silver-coloured Audi A6 had left the 
road near the All junction with the 
A1303. No other vehicle was involved. 

Club spokesman Will fones said: 
“Blaine suffered quite extensive injuries.

“He was very brave and had to punch 
his way out of his car when it came off 
the road. 

“We are just very grateful that he 


walked away from the crash alive. At this 
time our thoughts are not about him 
playing but that he is given every bit of 
support we can offer so that he makes a 
full recovery. 

“It will mean he will be out of the game 
for some time but I think he has more 
important things to worry about at the 
moment.” 

He added: “We wish him a speedy 
recovery and we are all behind him.” 

Blaine joined the club in 2008 as a 
defender after a spell at Norwich City. He 
captained the youth team in the FA Youth 
Cup. 

Manager Martin Ling was so impressed 
with Blaine that he gave him a first team 
place this season. 

In a statement on cambridgeunited. 
com, he said: “He’s sustained some nasty 
injuries but will go on to make a full 
recovery. 

“We are all very thankful that he came 
out of the accident alive.” 

Meanwhile, fellow defender Brian Saah 
was set to undergo a double hernia 
operation earlier this week, putting him 
out of action for six weeks.

Power-ful 
lessons 
for pupils 

PRIMARY school pupils in 
Newmarket and Haverhill will 
be given lessons about the 
dangers of electricity.

Work starts 
on town’s 
care home 

WORK to transform a derelict 
hotel into a care home for the 
elderly has finally started. 

Builders have moved onto 
the former Soham Lodge Hotel 
site, off the A142, 10 months 
after proposals to turn it into a 
nursing home were approved. 

Developers will be changing 
the building into a 50-bedroom 
care home for the elderly and 
those with Alzheimer’s and 
dementia. 

It will also be extended to 
provide additional rooms and 
facilities, including three day 
rooms, a dining room, two 
indoor garden areas, a kitchen 
and a therapy room. 

The scheme will create up to 
80 jobs, including carers, 
nurses, cooks and cleaners. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee 
approved the plans in fanuary. 

Eastcliff Developers sub¬ 
mitted the plans on behalf of 
the site’s owner, David Lidford, 
who said it would be the first 
real nursing home for Soham. 

Currently, the only provision 
for elderly care in the town is 
through sheltered housing and 
residential homes. 

Since the hotel’s closure in 
March 2008, the site has been 
plagued by anti-social be¬ 
haviour and travellers camping 
illegally there.

Cheveley 

A MEETING of Cheveley 
Parish Council was held on 
Tuesday, October 12. 

The resignation of Adam 
Bennett was noted resulting 
in two vacancies for a parish 
councillor in the South Ward 
(Cheveley village) and 
anyone interested should 
contact the clerk for further 
information. 

The planning application for 
four detached dwellings at 
land south west of 2 
Meadow Lane, which had 
been opposed by the parish 
council at the emergency 
meeting in August, had now 
been withdrawn and the 
application for a detached 
dwelling at land to the east of 
127 to 139 Centre Drive, to 
which the council had also 
objected, had been refused 
by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

It was recommended that the 
incomplete draft Parish Plan, 
which had resulted from a 
survey held in early 2005, 
would no longer be able to 
be endorsed by the parish 
council if completed. 


Consideration would be given 
to producing a new 
document reflecting the 
changes in the make-up of 
the community. It was felt 
that the data gathered in 
2005 would form a very 
good starting point and 
comparison for a future 
consultation. 

It was emphasised that local 
successes had arisen as a 
result of the original 
consultation. 

Parish projects to be carried 
out in 2011/12 were 
discussed which included 
cleaning of the village sign, 
improvements to the 
recreation ground entrance 
and refurbishment of bus 
shelters. 

A final decision on these 
would be made once the 
budget is agreed. 

The annual risk assessment 
of assets was due to be 
carried out and councillors 
were allocated areas to 
inspect. 

A complaint regarding grass 
cuttings being put round the 
base of a tree at the entrance 
to School Close was 
discussed and it was felt that 


the situation should be 
monitored as the grass 
cutting season was coming 
to an end so it was unlikely 
to cause further problems 
this year. 

Councillors who attended a 
recent South Neighbourhood 
Panel meeting reported that 
there had been a 
presentation on school 
admissions procedures 
which although very 
interesting did not help in the 
problem of disparity between 
school catchment areas and 
those of the parish. This 
matter was still being 
followed up. 

The contractors were to 
examine the new path at the 
cemetery which had 
developed minor cracks 
during the summer.

MP backs 
bid to plug 
betting levy 
loopholes 


AN MP has backed a 
campaign aimed at 
saving cash support for 
the horseracing in¬ 
dustry. 

Matthew Hancock, whose 
West Suffolk constituency 
includes Newmarket, has 
signed the Racing United 
Charter which is part of a 
nationwide campaign for a 
fair levy. 

The charter urges the 
closure of the loopholes which 
have allowed bookmakers to 
avoid paying the Horserace 
Betting Levy by basing their 
operations abroad. 

The amount of cash support 
for the industry generated by 
the levy has dropped dram¬ 
atically and now jockeys, 
trainers and racehorse owners 
are campaigning for the 
Government to act. 

Mr Hancock said: “Horse-

racing is one of the nation’s 
oldest sporting pursuits, and a 
very important industry. 

“The levy must reflect the 
value that racing provides to 
the gambling industry. 
Without a strong contribution 
from gambling, the people 
who will be worst affected will 
be the people who are the 
bread and butter of the 
industry and work from dawn 
to dusk to keep it going. 

“There are some loopholes 
which could be closed which 
would make a huge difference 
to the industry. This includes 
doing something about 
bookmakers who have moved 
offshore to avoid paying the 
levy. Everyone who benefits 
from racing should make their 
fair contribution.” 


Falconer fears for hawk missing from pen 


A FALCONER has appeal¬ 
ed for help in tracing one 
of his birds which was 
either stolen or released 
from a pen in his garden. 

Robert Brooks-Spicer is 
concerned that his north¬ 
ern goshawk, known as 
Bea or Esme, may not be 
able to survive in the wild. 

Mr Brooks-Spicer, of 
Meeting Green, Wickham- 
brook, was alerted when 
his dogs started barking 
just before lam on 
Saturday. He found that 
the padlock on her pen 
had been cut and the bird 


was missing. 

The captive-bred 
goshawk is larger than wild 
goshawks found in Britain 
and is about the size of a 
buzzard. 

Mr Brooks-Spicer, 56, 
acquired the 14-year-old 
bird earlier this year for 
breeding purposes. 

He said: “My main worry 
is not so much the loss of 
the bird. It’s her welfare. 
She has been a captive 
bird for her whole life and 
may not be able to feed 
herself. 

“If she is loose she will 


be within five or six miles 
of where I live and I can 
make sure she gets fed.” 

He said he was unsure 
whether the bird had been 
stolen or whether it had 
been deliberately released 
by someone thinking they 
were doing the bird a 
favour. She could also have 
escaped during an attempt 
to steal her. 

In the wild, goshawks 
feed on partridges, pheas¬ 
ants and smaller birds as 
well as rabbits and hares. 

Birds used for falconry 
can sell for around £500. 


Mr Brooks-Spicer has 
been out looking for the 
bird but only spotted a 
much-smaller sparrow- 
hawk. 

Bea has a silver ano¬ 
dised ring on her right leg 
with an identifying num¬ 
ber on it.

Gone: the missing goshawk. 
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Troubled teenager finds 
hope at village youth club 



A lot of 

people 
look at me 
and make a 
judgment: if you're a 
teenager, they 
automatically 
assume you're out 
to make trouble,'' 
says Bobbie Martin. 
“But they have no 
right to judge. They 
don't know anything 
about me or my life, 
do they? They can't 
see the person I 
really am." 

With her funky 
clothes, curled hair and 
expertly applied make¬ 
up, Bobbie may look 
much like any other 
teenage girl. In fact, she’s 
far from ordinary 
Abandoned by her dad 
at birth, she was in care 
at 4, diagnosed with 
depression aged 10 and 
by the age of 16 was a 
school drop-out with a 
criminal record - 
including a conviction 
for GBH. 

Yet - thanks largely to 
her own strength of 
character - 18-year-old 
Bobbie has now turned 
her life around. 
Determined to build 
herself a brighter future, 
she has started studying 
again. And, keen to help

other troubled teens, she 
does voluntary youth 
work in her spare time. 

“I used to feel like I 
was in a deep, dark hole,” 
explains Bobbie. “I was 
always trying to find the 
light switch but, every 
time I thought I’d found 
it, it would disappear 
again ... Now I’ve finally 
found the switch - and 
the lights are on.” 

Born in Leeds, Bobbie 
describes her early years 
as Very complicated’. “I 
didn’t exactly have a 
loving home. My dad left 
when I was a baby. And 
my mum had a lot of 
problems.” 

Put into care at the age 
of 4, Bobbie says she can 
still remember social 
workers arriving at the 
house to take her away. 

“They picked me up, 
kicking and screaming, 
and put me into a car 
... I went to a house 
where there were a lot of 
other kids, all waiting to 
find foster carers. All 
that’s a bit of a blur now; 

I was so little when it 
happened. 

“But I can remember 
feeling really confused: I 
hadn’t got a clue what 
was going on.” 

Bobbie spent the next 
two years being shunted 


from one foster home to 
another. And then, when 
she was 6, her dad made 
a brief reappearance in 
her life. “He was engaged 
to a lady who was a 


foster carer,” explains 
Bobbie, from 
Waterbeach. 

“They found me and I 
moved in, but six weeks 
later he was gone again. 


His partner fought to 
keep me and I ended up 
living with her on and off 
until I was 16; we still see 
each other now. She’s 
almost the only person 


in my life who’s been 
there for me: she’s like a 
second mum.” 

Describing her 
relationship with her 
own mum as 'not strong’, 
Bobbie was formally 
diagnosed with 
depression at the age of 
10. “My foster carer said I 
was acting really weird, 
so she took me to the 
doctor. I was referred to 
the hospital to see a 
counsellor and, eight 
weeks later, was 
diagnosed with 
depression. 

“At the time I didn’t 
understand what that 
meant: I thought it 
meant that I wasn’t 
normal.” 

Although Bobbie says 
her primary school days 
were very happy, by the 
time she reached 
secondary school she 
says every day felt like a 
battle. “I ended up 
getting excluded,” she 
admits. “I didn’t do what 
I was told, I played 
truant, I got into fights 
... I didn’t like anything 
or anyone. By the time I 
got to GCSEs I’d had 
enough, so I just 
dropped out.” 

One of six children - 
she has two brothers and 
three sisters - Bobbie 
says she was dealing 
with a lot of family 
problems at the time. 

“I stayed in trouble for 


quite a while,” she 
continues. “I got in 
trouble with the police 
for fighting and criminal 
damage, that kind of 
thing. Looking back now, 
I really wish I’d never 
done it.” 

A real low came when, 
aged 16, Bobbie got into 
an argument with 
another girl; she wound 
up on a GBH charge and 
the girl ended up in 
hospital. “I used to get so 
angry I’d actually blank 
out,” says Bobbie. “I 
didn’t know what I was 
doing. It really frightened 
me, to be honest.” 

Sentenced to a two- 
year supervision order, 
Bobbie says that was a 
real turning point. By 
then she had become a 
regular at Waterbeach 
youth club, provided by 
the local charity WAY 
(Waterbeach and 
Landbeach Action for 
Youth). 

Bobbie started visiting 
Waterbeach when she 
was 14, to stay with 
family in the area, and 
moved to the village 
aged 16. “I first went to 
youth club with my little 
sister,” she recounts. “It 
was really nice. Everyone 
was welcoming and 
kind. And I didn’t feel 
like anyone was judging 
me there: I could really 
be myself. 

“Up until then I wasn’t

could talk to him about anything, 
without him judging me.”

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great at making friends: I 
didn’t even speak to 
people. But everyone 
took the time to get to 
know me and I’ve been 
friends with every single 
one of them since. That 
boosted my confidence a 
lot. 

“It gives you a real 
warmth in your heart. It’s 
like one big family.” 

Bobbie pays particular 
tribute to youth worker 
Dave Beasley. 

“He treated me with 
kindness and respect. He 
was friendly and I felt like 
I could talk to him about 
anything, without him 
judging me: he even 
came to court to support 
me. 

“And he was always 
telling me that things 
would get better, that I 
could have a good future 
... Turns out he was 
right.” 


Dave asked Bobbie if 
she would be interested 
in doing some voluntary 
youth work herself. “It 
was great. I took all my 
make-up down to the 
club and gave all the girls 
their own little 
consultation, showing 
them how to do their hair 
and make-up. And I also 
talked to them: they 
started telling me what 
they were worried about. 

“Because of my 
experiences, I was able to 
give them advice - like: 
‘Don’t drop out of school, 
otherwise you’ll end up 
like me.’” 

Bobbie says going to 
youth club changed the 
course of her whole life, 
giving her a sense of both 
self-worth and 
perspective. 

“If it wasn’t for youth 
club, I can honestly say I 
wouldn’t be the person I 


am today,” she says. “I 
would still be the person I 
used to be: unhappy and 
getting into trouble all 
the time.” 

Bobbie, who recently 
restarted GCSE courses in 
maths, English and 
science, now wants to 
pursue a career in youth 
work. “I want to work 
with kids who have got 
problems with 
depression or anger, kids 
who have been in foster 
care. I can really 
understand what they’re 
going through, which 
means I can really help.” 

Although Bobbie is still 
being treated for 
depression, she says she 
feels genuinely positive 
about life now 

“The past is in the past; 
what I’ve got to do is look 
to the future. And I’m 
really looking forward to 
what my life will bring.” 


Project which leads the WAY 


SINCE the WAY (Waterbeach and 
Landbeach Action for Youth) project was 
registered as a charity in 2002 it has 
established itself as one of the leading 
providers of youth services in the region. 
The principal focus of activity is the youth 
club. Open to ages 11 to 18, it runs on three 
evenings a week during school term time 
and has a total membership of 270 (of 
which up to 60 attend each session). 

In addition, the charity provides social 
support for individuals and families in the 
villages: drop-in sessions twice a week, 
clubs during school holiday times and one- 
on-one support. 

The opening of the new Tillage Hall youth 


and community building in Waterbeach in 
2011 will give WAY the opportunity to 
secure facilities for both the youth club and 
other support services for the long-term. 
The WAY project needs more than £40,000 
per year and securing this money continues 
to be a real challenge for the charity; 
funding streams are being reduced and 
securing the money is becoming more and 
more difficult.

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Rare spiders are 


on Fens 


spotted 

SPOOKY images of rare 
spiders at nature reserves 
in the region were 
released by Natural 
England to coincide with 
Hallowe’en. 

The pictures were taken 
at Chippenham Fen, near 
Newmarket, and 
Cavenham Heath, near 
Mildenhall. They are both 
National Nature Reserves 
run by Natural England. 

As well as being home 
to healthy spider 
populations, some of the 
UK’s rarest spiders have 
recently been spotted. 

Mike Taylor, reserve 
manager and spider 
enthusiast, has confirmed 
the sighting of a Rossers 
sac spider, a species 
which has some 
interesting sleeping habits. 

Mike said: “Rossers 
sac spiders spend their 
days hidden in tubular 
silken retreats, often in a 
folded leaf a bit like a 
sleeping bag. It is a 
member of the clubionid 
spider family, who like to 
hunt rather than catch 


their prey in a web. 

“In the UK they are 
found only at Chippenham 
Fen and Lakenheath Fen 
and at a couple of places 
on the continent. 

“We do not have any 
record of the Rossers sac 
spider on our reserves 
since the early 1990s so 
we were delighted that 
they have been spotted 
recently.” 

There was also a record 
first for Mike’s reserves 
this year, with the sighting 
of a wasp spider. 
Distinctive for its yellow 
and black striped body, 
this species hails from the 
continent and traditionally 
was only found along the 
south coast in the UK, but 
in the last decade it has 
been spotted further north. 

One of the photos 
shows the nursery web 
spider. The female can be 
seen constructing a tent¬ 
like web in the tops of 
grasses where eggs hatch 
and the young spiders 
develop, protected by the 
mother.

His father, Martin Blacklock, 
42, of King Edwards Road, 
Newmarket, is in Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital after suffering serious 
leg and facial injuries. 

He had to be freed from the 
wreckage of his Renault Clio by 
firefighters after a collision with a 
Jaguar X-type. 

The driver of the Jaguar, a 30- 
year-old man from Newmarket, 


had minor injuries. He was 
arrested on suspicion of causing 
death by dangerous driving and 
has been released on bail until 
December J. 

The inquest on Henry was 
adjourned to a later date to allow 
police to conclude investigations 
into the crash. 

William Morris, coroner for 
north and east Cambridgeshire, 
opened the inquest at his office 
in Wisbech. 


Driver over limit at 10am 


A SOLDIER who has served in Iraq and 
Afghanistan was caught more than 
three times the drink-drive limit - at 
10am. 

Paul Fallows, a staff sergeant with 4 
Regiment Army Air Corps, was stopped 
by police when they thought he was 
using a mobile phone while driving, 
magistrates heard. 

But they asked him to take a breath 
test after smelling alcohol when they 
spoke to him. It showed a reading of 
111 micrograms. The legal limit is 35 
micrograms. 

Fallows, 39, of George Lambton 
Avenue, Newmarket, whose “unblem¬ 
ished” 23-year Army career included 
two tours of duty in Iraq and one in 
Afghanistan, admitted drink-driving 
and was given a two-year ban by 
magistrates at Bury St Edmunds. 

He was also fined £400, ordered to 
pay £85 prosecution costs and £15 
victim surcharge. 

The court heard he was on his way to 
work at the Wattisham base, near 
Ipswich, when police stopped him in 
Stowmarket on Monday, October 18. 


His solicitor David Shipman said he 
had served in Iraq in 2003 and 2007 
and in Afghanistan between 2008 and 
2009. 

Mr Shipman said: “When he 
returned from Iraq in 2007, he was 
quite badly affected by his experience.” 

He found it difficult to settle when he 
returned home to his wife and three 
children and ultimately they split up. 

He said Fallows had been receiving 
support from Army specialist services. 
But he did not speak about his 
experiences in the conflicts and had 
been “drinking rather more than he 
should.” 

Mr Shipman said Fallows was likely 
to face administrative punishment 
from the Army as well as the court’s. 

He said the driving ban would make 
it difficult for him to get to the base 
from Newmarket, where he lives with 
his partner. It would also curtail visits 
to his children in Bury St Edmunds. 

Mr Shipman said Fallows had debt 
problems and had “drowned his 
sorrows” the night before he was 
stopped. 


Two arrested after 
helicopter search 

TWO men were arrested after the 
Cambridgeshire police helicopter 
was called in to help catch 
suspected metal thieves. 

The pair, aged 20 and 24, and 
from Birmingham, were given 
formal cautions and were released 
after questioning at Parkside police 
station. 

The helicopter was called in after 
completing a job in Cambridge and 
carried out a search around a 
scrap metal site in Fordham Road, 
Snailwell, at about 11 pm last 
Tuesday. 

The two were spotted in a wooded 
area near the yard and were 
arrested by officers on the ground.

Spinners and the 
O’Jays, the 

Stylistics are among the 
leading soul groups to 
emerge from Philadelphia. 

During the early 1970s, the 
band had 12 straight Top Ten 
hits, including You Are 
Everything, Betcha by Golly, 
Wow, I'm Stone in Love With 
You, Break Up to Make Up, and 
You Make Me Feel Brand New. 

Of all their peers, the 
Stylistics were one of the 
smoothest and sweetest soul 


groups of their era. All of their 
hits were ballads, graced by the 
soaring falsetto of Russell 
Thompkins, Jr, and the lush yet 
gracefiil productions of Thom 
Bell, which helped make the 
Stylistics one of the most 
successful soul groups of the 
first half of the 70s. 

The Stylistics formed in 
1968, when members of the 
Philadelphia soul groups the 
Monarchs and the Percussions 


joined forces after their 
respective band dissolved. 
Thompkins, James Smith, and 
Airrion Love hailed from the 
Monarchs; James Dunn and 
Herbie Murrell were from the 
Percussions. 

In 1970, the group recorded 
You ’re a Big Girl Now, a song 
their road manager Marty 
Bryant co-wrote with Robert 
Douglas, a member of their 
backing band Slim and the 


Boys, and the single became a 
regional hit for Sebring 
Records. The larger Avco 
Records soon signed the 
Stylistics, and the single 
eventually climbed to number 
seven in early 1971. 

Once they were on Avco, the 
Stylistics began working with 
producer/songwriter Thom Bell, 
who had previously worked 
with the Delfonics. The 
Stylistics became Bell’s pet 
project and with lyricist Linda 
Creed, he crafted a series of hit 
singles that relied as much on 
the intricately arranged and lush 


production as they did on 
Thompkins’ falsetto. Every 
single that Bell produced for the 
Stylistics was a Top Ten RB hit, 
and several were also Top Ten 
pop hits. 

Following You Make Me Feel 
Brand New in the spring of 
1974, the Stylistics broke away 
from Bell and began working 
with Van McCoy, who helped 
move the group towards a 
softer, easy listening style. In 
1976, they left Avco and signed 
with HL. The group’s American 
record sales declined, yet they 
remained popular in Europe, 


particularly in Great Britain, 
where Sing Baby Sing (1975), 
Na Na Is the Saddest Word 
(1975), Can’t Give You Anything 
(1975), and Can't Help Falling 
in Love (1976) were all Top 
Five hits. 

The Stylistics have continued 
to tour successfully with their 
greatest hits.

Wizard guitarist from 
Oz has unique style 


TWO-TIME Grammy 
nominee Tommy Emmanuel, 
one of Australia’s most res¬ 
pected musicians, is visiting 
Cambridge next week. 

The legendary guitarist has a 
professional career that spans 
almost five decades and 
continues to intersect with some 
of the finest musicians 
throughout the world. 

A household name in his native 
Australia, Tommy has won 
hundreds of thousands of loyal 
fans worldwide. His unique style 

- he calls it simply “finger style” 

- is akin to playing guitar the way 
a pianist plays piano, using all 10 
fingers. Rather than using a 
whole band for melody, rhythm, 
bass, and drum parts, Tommy 
plays all that - and more - on one 
guitar. Guitar legend Chet Atkins 
was one of the first to inspire 
Emmanuel to try this 
“fingerpicker” style as a child. 
Decades later, Atkins himself 
became one of Emmanuel's 
biggest fans. 

Tommy's unusual talent and 
life are common lore in Australia. 
Bom into a musical family, 
Tommy and his older brother Phil 
were considered child prodigies. 
Tommy got his first guitar aged 
four and was taught by his 
mother. He learned by ear, with 
no formal instruction, and has 
never read music. By the age of 
six he was already working as a 
professional musician in the 
family band, variously named The 


Emmanuel Quartet, The Midget 
Surfaries and The Trailblazers. 

Tommy played rhythm guitar 
and his older brother Phil played 
lead, along with their brother 
Chris on drums and sister 
Virginia on slide guitar. The 
Emmanuel siblings earned the 
family’s sole income for several 
years. Tommy said: “I've spent all 
my life from the age of four 
playing music and entertaining 
people. I never wanted to do 
anything else.” By the age of 10, 
he had played his way across 
Australia. 

In 1962, Tommy heard 
Nashville guitarist Chet Atkins’ 
music for the first time and was 
riveted by the complexity of the 
solo sound and spent hours 
figuring out the “fingerpicking” 
style. Leaving school and home 
in his early teens, Tommy 
pursued his career as a 
professional guitarist. By the 70's, 
he was playing in clubs all over 
the city and soon found himself 
in high demand as a session 
player and sideman and became 
known as one of the best modem 
guitarists in Australia. 

Emmanuel got his solo 
instmmental career off the 
ground with the release of the 
gentle and textural Up from 
Down Under album in 1988.

THE Oscars may be the 
glitziest and most glamorous 
date in the film industry 
calendar but as history 
attests, the golden statuettes 
rarely go to the most 
deserving. 

Kirk Douglas, Greta Garbo, 
Cary Grant, Deborah Kerr, 
Peter O’Toole and Barbara 
Stanwyck may have 
collected honorary awards 
for their invaluable 
contribution to world cinema 
but they were all repeatedly 
snubbed despite their 
dazzling performances. 

With seven nominations and 
not a single win between 
them, Annette Bening and 
Julianne Moore join that 
illustrious list as two of 
Hollywood’s greatest and 
shamefully unrewarded 
actresses. 

They are utterly fearless, 
willing to emotionally expose 
themselves to an audience 
to expose the human frailties 
of their characters. 



Both should expect further 
nominations for their 
scintillating performances in 
Lisa Cholodenko’s touching 
comedy, an emotionally raw 
portrait of a family in crisis 
that doesn’t ever become 
gloomy. 

Control freak doctor Nic 
(Bening) and her long-term 
partner Jules (Moore) have 
each raised a child, Joni (Mia 
Wasikowska) and Laser 
(Josh Hutcherson), using 
sperm from the same 
anonymous donor. 

The family unit is secure and 
happy, and the two women 
lavish love upon their well- 
adjusted teen offspring. 
“Come give us hugs,” coos 
Jules, beckoning Laser to 


the sofa before he heads out 
for the evening. 

“Hug her. It’s what she’s 
there for,” he responds 
truculently pointing to Nic, 
having reached that difficult 
age when public displays of 
affection are unacceptable. 
When Joni and Laser decide 
to secretly track down their 
biological father, they bring 
organic restaurant owner 
Paul (Mark Ruffalo) into their 
happy home. 

Paul is a slacker, who rides a 
motorcycle - a definite no-no 
for Nic - and is sleeping with 
one of his waitresses (Yaya 
DaCosta). 

Unexpected sexual tension 
between Jules and Paul 
threatens everything the two 
women have worked so 
hard to build.

Right is blessed with a razor 
sharp script littered with 
stinging one-liners, and a 
heartbreaking confession 
scene when the entire family 
attempts to bridge divisions.

Volcano of colour 
from delicate acer 


T here are few trees that 
display the 
spectacular hues of 
autumn more vividly than 
the acer, with its delicate, 
finely cut foliage which 
provides a volcano of 
colour, from warm yellows 
and burnt oranges to fiery 
reds and deep burgundies. 

Every garden, no matter how 
large or small, should find space 
for trees - and there are few to top 
the acer for elegance, says top 
garden designer Andrew Mclndoe, 
of Hillier Nurseries, recently 
crowned International Grower of 
the Year. 

“Gardeners tend to concentrate 
on the little herbaceous beauties, 
but it is the trees that give the 
structure, height and year-round 
interest to a planting scheme,” says 
Mclndoe, who designed 20 of 
Hillier’s 65 consecutive gold 
medal-winning gardens at Chelsea 
Flower Show. 

The supreme elegance, 
magnificent colour and sheer 
volume of varieties make the acer 
a good choice of tree, whatever the 
size of your garden, he says. 

They will grow happily on acid

or alkaline soils, need sun for good 
foliage colour but should be kept 
clear of biting winds, which will 
bum their delicate foliage, or 
drought, which will cause their 
leaves to go brown at the tips. 

Japanese maples, varieties of 
Acer palmatum, are ideal for 
smaller gardens. 

“Strong growing varieties such 
as Acer palmatum ‘Bloodgood’, 
with purple-red foliage, are the 
best to choose where a red-leaved 
tree of around 3-4m is required,” 
Mclndoe recommends. 

Japanese maples are also 
excellent for growing in the gentle 
shade of larger trees provided the 
earth in which they are planted is 
not awash with the roots of the 
larger specimen. 

While some acers provide 
colour in spring and summer, if 


you want them to become a focal 
point in autumn look no further 
than Acer palmatum ‘Ozakazuki’, 
which turns from green to vivid 
scarlet. 

“Plant it where the leaves will 
be back-lit by the sun in morning 
or late afternoon for best effect,” 
says Mclndoe. 

The coral bark maple, A. 
palmatum ‘Sango-kaku’, is 
renowned for its orange-red young 
stems which glow in winter light 
after the butter yellow autumn 
leaves have fallen. 

“This is a good choice for a 
smaller garden because it has 
upwardly sweeping branches as a 



young tree,” he adds. Plant it with 
the sapphire blue-flowered dwarf 
shrub Ceratostigma willmottianum 
for a striking combination. 

Acers can also be grown in 
containers to provide a splash of 
colour and architectural pizzazz on 
a patio. Plant them in large pots of 
John Innes loam-based compost 
for the best results, or a compost 
comprising equal parts John Innes 
No 2 and a soil-less multi-purpose 
compost, which will hang on to 
water and nutrients more 
effectively. 

If you want a taller tree and are 
prepared to be patient while it 
establishes itself, a good choice is 
the paper-bark maple, Acer 
griseum, Mclndoe recommends. 

“This has beautiful mahogany 
peeling bark and small three-lobed 
leaves of deep green which colour 
richly in autumn. The bark is 
spectacular in winter when caught 
by low winter sun. Plant it where 
the bare stems can be seen.” 

Other good choices for autumn 
include the snake bark maples 
including Acer davidii ‘George 
Forrest’, with its red-stalked 
leaves, and the native field maple 
A. campestre, which has a broad, 
bushy habit and small green leaves 
which turn butter-yellow in

Mclndoe concludes: “Autumn 
and early winter are the ideal times 
to plant a new tree in your garden. 
Make sure you give it the best start 
by digging a hole much larger than 
the roots, prepare the soil well and 
break up the ground in the bottom 
of the hole, adding shrub and tree 
planting compost and slow-release 
fertiliser to the soil before you 
back-fill.” 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Euonymus 

You may have to stifle a yawn at 
the thought of buying another little 
evergreen euonymus, probably E. 
fortunei, for your winter pots or 
hanging baskets, but don’t knock it 
as it will often brighten up a spot 


in winter where nothing else will 
grow. These evergreen types and 
particularly the variegated varieties 
are probably the best of all ground 
covers in winter borders and under 
trees. They will grow in virtually 
any soil in both sun and partial 
shade, are easy to keep in check 
and can look pretty impressive 
against a shady wall. There are 
some which can be used as 
climbers, clinging to the wall like 
ivy, such as the white-edged 
‘Silver Queen’. But if you want a 
true splash of autumn colour go 
for the deciduous spindle bush, 
Euonymus alatus, which grows to 
2m (6ft) high and 2m (6ft) wide 
and produces a display of molten- 
crimson leaves and later reveals 
unusual corky flanges.

Year of our lives 
lost trying to find 
a parking spot 


DRIVERS spend nearly a year of 
their lives searching for a parking 
space, according to a survey out 
this week. 

The average motorist loses the 
equivalent of more than six days a year 
circling streets and car parks looking for 
a spot, the poll of 9,000 drivers found. 

Based on a motorist’s driving “life” 
lasting around 50 years, the lost time 
adds up to 7,600 hours, or more than 45 
weeks, the poll by parking company 
NCP found. 

Londoners lose the most time, 
spending an average of 182 hours a year, 
or more than 54 weeks in a motoring 
lifetime, in the search of a space. This 
compares with the national average of 
152 hours a year. 

The next-longest lost time is endured 
by motorists in Birmingham, followed 
by Glasgow and Newcastle. 

The survey also showed: 

■ 42 per cent of people - and 51 per cent 
of women - admit they will not attempt 
to park in a space if another car is 
waiting behind them; 

■ 23 per cent often get a passenger to do 
the parking for them; 

■ 44 per cent of people, and 48 per cent 
of women, have “lost” their car as they 
could not remember where they parked, 
with Birmingham motorists the most 
forgetful; 

■ 50 per cent have gone to the wrong 


floor or section of the car park to look 
for their vehicle, while 39 per cent of 
those have even attempted to get into 
someone else’s car, mistaking it for their 
own. 

NCP car parks chief operating officer 
lo Cooper said: “Parking should be 
simple, but in reality it is a stressful 
experience for most of us. 

“There’s often a lot of pressure on us 
from other passengers, people waiting 
behind you, and then there’s the added 
time pressure too. 

“It’s bad enough we’re spending so 
much time sitting in traffic jams, 
commuting on busy motorways or 
taking the children to school. Parking 
should be the easiest part.”

Ridgeons Lge, Premier Division 
JON Olive headed the winner as 
Newmarket came from behind 
to beat big-spending Norwich 
United and extend their 
unbeaten run in all 
competitions to nine games. 

The Jockeys began the 
contest at the Town Ground 
positively, but the visitors 
netted against the run of play 
after half an hour. 

They were not behind for 
long, however, as Tyler Gilkes 
received the ball out wide 
from the kick off and his cross 
was volleyed in by James Lane. 

Norwich carved out some 
decent chances after the 
interval, but Newmarket got a 
75th-minute winner when 
Olive headed home Lewis 


Baillie’s centre. Newmarket 
manager Kevin Grainger said: 
"We were well chuffed. They 
had a couple of players 
missing with illness, but so did 
we and Andy Youngs had to 
play in goal as Rob Mackney 
was ill. 

“We had the majority of the 
play in the first half and they 
scored against the run of play. 
We got the equaliser straight 
away and then we out-worked 
them. We thoroughly deserved 
the three points.” 

The Jockeys were due to 
visit Lowestoft in the last eight 
of the Suffolk Premier Cup on 
Tuesday night, but the clash 
was postponed because of 
Lowestoft’s involvement in the 
FA Trophy. Instead their next 
match is a league clash at 
Woodbridge on Saturday.

We won’t be 
moving: Tuck 


MARTIN Tuck is excited about 
the future after Mildenhall 
decided to drop plans to 
move to a new stadium on 
the outskirts of the town. 

The chairman believes the 
club can achieve their aim of 
securing promotion from the 
Ridgeons League, Premier 
Division at their existing 
Recreation Way ground. 

Plans to move to a 13-acre 
site on West Row Road have 
been on the table for about 
eight years, but a feasibility 
study has shown the 
relocation would cost in the 
region of £3.5million. 

Capital funding from the 
Football Foundation has been 
cut by 70 per cent and both 
the club and the Football 
Association also felt moving 
away from the town centre 
would affect attendances in 
the long term. 

“It’s a positive from our point 
of view,” said Tuck. “We can 
upgrade our ground by 
improving the clubhouse and 
putting in extra stands, and 
we will be able to go for 
promotion if we want to. 

“We had a meeting on 
Monday night to go through 
all the bits and pieces we 
need to do to go about 
improving the clubhouse and 
we’ve got architects working 
on that. “We’re working with 


a very young side and got a 
new manager (Christian 
Appleford) in the summer. 
Things are positive and 
things can only get better.” 
The chairman of Forest Heath 
District Council John McGhee 
said they and Mildenhall 
Parish Council would both 
support the club and help 
them achieve their ambitions 
at Recreation Way. 

■ John Sands struck twice in 
the space of 10 second-half 
minutes to secure maximum 
points as Mildenhall beat 
Felixstowe & Walton 2-0 on 
Saturday. 

After a goalless opening 
period, the striker made the 
most of a good pass from 
player-assistant manager 
Tom Youngs to open the 
scoring in the 55th minute. 
Sands then grabbed his 
second goal of the afternoon 
with a spectacular overhead 
kick from the edge of the 
penalty area. 

“We had six players out who 
could easily be in the first 
team, so it shows we’ve got 
strength in depth,” said 
Mildenhall manager Christian 
Appleford. “It was a very 
pleasing win.” 

Hall are due to travel to 
Leiston in the league on 
Saturday before a trip to 
Norwich United on Tuesday.

CONNECTIONS of Derby and Arc winner 
Workforce were less than happy at delays in 
his passage to the United States for the 
Breeders’ Cup. 

Sir Michael Stoute’s colt, a red-hot favourite 
for Saturday’s Cup Turf, took 18 hours to 
reach his stable in the quarantine barn at 
Churchill Downs - with only eight hours 
actually in the air after leaving Stansted. 
Stoute’s travelling head groom Stuart 
Messenger stressed that Workforce had 
taken the exertions well, but said “a lesson 
would have to be learned” from the journey. 
Messenger said: “The journey over was far 
from satisfactory, but all credit to the horse 
who is showing that great temperament of 
his. The Louisville International airport is 
just four miles from the track but a bomb 
scare meant we were delayed after landing 
and then, when we arrived at Churchill 
Downs, there was another big delay owing to 
vetting checks and paperwork before they 
got the horse off the box.” 

■ A Godolphin double and a Henry Cecil 
Derby prospect being turned over at odds-on 
were the two big stories of the day as the 
curtain went down on another Newmarket 
season. 

Cecil's Picture Editor was sent off 4-6 
favourite but could only finish third to Indigo 
Way in the bet365 Zetland Conditions Stakes. 
The trainer, however, said: “He has been 
working brilliantly at home and seems to 
have gone over the top overnight and ran 
flat. I'm not worried about it.” 

The sponsors reacted to the defeat by 
pushing Picture Editor out to 25-1 for the

premier Classic at Epsom. Godolphin landed 
the Listed bet365 Ben Marshall Stakes 
courtesy of Kingsfort, but it was the wrong 
one in the betting as far as punters were 
concerned as the third string prevailed at 
10-1 under Daragh 0'Donohoe. They gained 
a quickfire Listed-race double when Blue 
Bunting (10-1) benefited from a power- 
packed Ahmed Ajtebi ride to land the 
bet365.com EBF Montrose Fillies’ Stakes. 
Godolphin were unable to complete the 
treble when Prince Siegfried was reeled in 
more than a furlong out by Timepiece (2-1) 
in the Listed bet365 James Seymour Stakes, 
with Ian Mongan providing some 
compensation for Cecil. 

■ Godolphin’s Holberg fared best of the 
British party when finishing sixth in 
Tuesday’s Melbourne Cup, but jockey Dettori 
felt quicker ground would have yielded a 
better result. He said: “He stayed on well but 
the ground was just a bit soft.” 

Fellow Godolphin runner Campanologist was 
16th while Manighar was seventh for Luca 
Cumani, who also thought the ground took 
its toll.

ROB Huff enhanced his chances of 
securing a top-three finish in the 
penultimate round of the World 
Touring Car Championship in 
Japan. 

The Red Lodge-based driver won 
Sunday’s opening race at a rain- 
soaked Okayama International 
Circuit and was fourth as the 
second race finished behind the 
safety car. 

The first two laps were also driven 
behind the safety car and a host of 
racers then slid off the track, 
although most were able to rejoin. 

After putting leader Andy Priaulx 
under pressure, Huff, who started 
third on the grid, sneaked past on 
the fifth lap and held on to his 
advantage, beating Priaulx by 
2.977sec. 

Huff said: “I had nothing to lose. 
We took a gamble and used last 
year’s race set-up as it was wet and 
it worked. Chevrolet have provided 
me with the goods for a belting race, 
I am absolutely ecstatic. 

“I was on the edge of my seat 
following Priaulx. It was spectacular 
to watch him and we had a few 
sideways moments. Once I got 


through I got my head down. It was 
a great job by the team.” 

Priaulx was second in his BMW, 
with Huff’s Chevrolet team-mate, 
Yvan Muller, third. 

However, BMW’s Augusto Farfus 
took the chequered flag in the 
second race, although Chevrolet 
have yet to announce whether they 
are to appeal against the decision to 
allow BMW to use a six-speed 
sequential gearbox. 

A re-arranged result would mean 
Huff, who was 40 points behind 
third-placed Gabriele Tarquini 
going into the Japanese round but 
just nine points adrift afterwards, 
could further improve his points 
total ahead of the final round in 
Macau on November 21. 
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
